Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 



1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 1 1/18/03 has been entered. 



2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 89-91,93,111,113,116,117,121-123,125-127,129-133,125,136,138-149 are 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly 
point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

(A) Claim 126, The relationship between "a control unit" and "a central control unit" is 
not clear. Are they the same unit? 

(B) Claim 93, line 5, "Should "electrical " be -- electric--? 

(C) Claim 129 is depending on a canceled claim 128. 

(D) Claim 130, line 3, "said inputs and outputs" lacks antecedent basis. 

(E) Claim 130, line 4, "said plug-in coupling device" lacks antecedent basis. 



4. Claim 1 26 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
